Mr. Gray protested against the time of the meeting being taken up with this 
personal matter.——The CHAIRMAN said he should do as he chose. 

Mr. EMDEN said the questions asked nobody present could answer. 

The OnAtRMAN said he could answer them by telling the shareholder this was 
the same Mr. Brooks. At the last meeting Mr. Emden gave him a flat denial that 
certain shares had been forfeited. He (the Chairman) was astounded at the denial, 
because it was contrary to the truth; and he had since found that Mr. Emden had 
audited the books which set forth the very forfeiture.

The CHAIRMAN said the object of this meeting was already stated 
in the circular which the directors had addressed to the shareholders, 
so that it would be hardly necessary for him to detain the meeting 
with more thana few observations. Before, however, entering upon 

those observations he had to explain the reason which had led him 
to occupy the chair. On previous occasions it had been well and 
ably filled by their late respected Chairman, Mr. Billings, whose 
death had taken from them a gentleman of considerable knowledge 
of mining affairs, and one who exerted himself greatly in the 
interest of the company. He (the Chairman) was also sorry to say 
that unfortunately his colleague, Mr. Heseltine, was absent from 
illness—this was the more to be regretted because Mr. Heseltine 
was familiar with all technical matters, and largely connected with 
mines; being without his assistance and able council, it devolved 
upon him (Capt. Hill) to occupy the chair. Before entering upon 
the special business of the meeting, it was, perhaps, necessary for 
him briefly to refer to the former prospects of the mine and its 
present position. When the company was introduced to the public 
all the work that was necessary to be done was foreshadowed in the 
prospectus, If the prospectus failed in any point it failed in being 
too modest. The whole of the necessary preliminary work had 
been done, and the shaft sunk some 8 fms. below the 12 fm. level. 
In the levels opened out, with the exception of the western adit, 
they had met with every success. In the eastern adit a lode had 
been struck, which at a deeper point appeared to be the real key- 
note to the success of the undertaking, and as soon as the lode had 
been cut water came in, which was one of the most satisfactory in- 
dications.

They were all desirous that the 
mine should remain in the hands of the present shareholders, who, 
possessing a valuable property, should devise some means without 
applying to the outside public. There were three ways of raising this 
capital—preference shares, debentures, or by offering the unissued 
shares at a discount. Preference shares offered certain advantages, 
butin the improbable event of the property not proving successful by 
the expenditure of this additional capital the holders of such shares 
would have no security for their money. If debentures were issued 
the mine would be held asa security. The other plan—the isaue of 
the unallotted shares at a discount—would encumber the property 
with a darge amount of capital, and proportionately diminish the 
amount of dividends. The plan the directors advised to be con- 
sidered was the issue of debentures, but it was for the shareholders 
themselves to decide which plan should be adopted. The melan- 
choly circumstance to which he referred in his opening remarks 
tendered it necessary that the board should be increased, and who- 
ever the meeting pleased to nominate would be most heartily ac- 
cepted by the directors.

THE GEOLOGICAL HISTORY OF SOME OF THE MOUNTAIN 
CHAINS AND GROUPS OF EUROPE. 

The Second of the Evening Courses of Lectures to working men 
‘was commenced by Prof. RAMSAY, F.R.S., at the Geological Museum, 
Jermyn-street ; his subject being—“ The Geological History of some 
of the Mountain Chains and Groups of Europe.” He said—Itis now 
about 23 years since these courses of lectures were begun, and during 
that time I have lectured every alternate year, and I have always 
endeavoured to take up on each occasion some new subject, and this 


I am going to do onthe present occasion. There are two advantages 
to be derived from this—first, the lecturer himself derives an advan- 
tage, inasmuch as he has for the first time been obliged to give strict 
attention to the manner of treating the subject, although the general 
features of it may have been for long present to hisown mind; and, 
secondly, the audience derive an advantage, inasmuch as the subject 
to be treated of has not occurred to them in the course of their read- 
ing. I must begin by stating the general principles of geology, so 
that any who are not already acquainted with them may be able to 
follow the succeeding remarks, and especially the theory of stratifi- 
cation—that is, the manner in which the various geological stratified 
formations were formed, because it so happens that all the mountain 
chains of which I know anything in the world are to the greatest 
extent formed of stratified rocks, All stratified rocks have been 
formed of sediment, mud, stones, and shells, which have been de- 
sited in water, sometimes in fresh, sometimes salt, Everyone who 
ooks ata river—e.g., the Thames—will see that the water is not pure, 
but that it is more or less turbid, and this is the case of all great rivers, 
And that turbidity is due to the suspension in the water of mineral 
matter in a fine state of division, and when the river gets into still 
water this sediment settles down, in deltas or deposits, in the sea 
or lakes, That sediment present in the water is due partly to the 
fact that the river wears away its banks, and deepens its bed, and 
partly to the fact that the rain falling on the surface of the ground, 
and running over it to join the river, carries with it a vast amount 
of sediment, which is borne by the river, and deposited in still water. 
There are other agencies besides the action of rain which act in the 
degradation of rocks—e.g.,frostand ice. The water which has soaked 
into the rock, if it freezes, expands, and in so doing tears away por- 
tions of the rock, and these, by virtue of gravity, aided by the action 
of running water, are carried into rivers, and so transported from 
higher to lower levels till at last, if the process went on long enough 
without changes of configuration in the earth’s crust, everything 
would find its way into the sea. This was foreseen long ago by Ray, 
the famous naturalist, who saw that if the present agencies at work 
on the surface of the earth were allowed to go on without some 
eounterbalancing agency the whole of the land would be worn away, 
and carried into thesea, That there is a counterbalancing agency it 
will be one of the main features of this course of lectures to show. 
It very often happens that part of the deltas of rivers in lakes are 
laid dry by the river issuing from the other end of the lake deepen- 
ing its bed, and flowing out at a somewhat lower level; this is the 
case inthe Lake of Geneva. In these cases it is found that the layers 
ef sediment ss the delta occur horizontal, or nearly so; that 
the stones and pebbles contained are worn round and smooth by the 
action of running water, and that even the grains of sand on close 
examination appear to be similarly rounded, and to be nothing more 
than very small pebbles. All round the sea coast, for example, of 
ourown country theaction of the sea in washing the cliffs and grind- 
ing down the rocks into pebbles and grains of sand may be studied ; 
and these cliffs are seen to be composed of layers of rock of different 
kinds—one a conglomerate; that is, formed of a conglomeration of 
pebbles, mud, &c.; another a layer of sandstone, another limestone, 
and a fourth shale. The general principle is that that rock which 
underlies the others was first formed, and so upwards in succession, 
the uppermost in the series being the most recent. Further, in the 
layers of sediment now being formed by rivers, &c., we may find 
sea shellsand other remains of animals living in or near the streams ; 
and in the ocean large beds of limestone are being formed of shells, 
corals, &c., by the agency of animal life. Similarly in the strata 
forming the crust of the earth we meet with like objects—shells, 
corals, &c., which tell us of the life of the period when those parti- 
cular beds were formed; and all the limestones we meet with are 
formed of organic remains, for lime is never carried into the sea (b 
rivers) in sufficient quantity to form beds of limestone by precipi- 
tation, so that if you examine any of the shores of England you will 
find a great series of formations, each great geological division being 
characterised by a peculiar suite of fossils; and by the examination 
of rocks in various parts of the country geologists have been able to 
draw up “ tables of strata” arranged in the order of succession; this 
is a very brief sketch of the reasoning which has led geologists to 
group rocks into aset of formations, arranged in the order of time. 
Besides these stratified rocks there are also what are known as 
igneous—t.e., they have been formed by the agency of fire. There 
is a popular notion that mountain chains are due to violent eruptions, 
and such like processes, but that is not the case. In many of these 
chains masses of these igneous rocks occur, and frequently these are 
found penetrating a set of ordinary strata, and sending out branches 
here and there into the strata; and in these cases the surrounding 
rocks are altered as by heat to some distance ; these masses are called 
dykes, and they can only have been injected in the manner we find 
them in a molten state. There is another class of rocks which have 
been much altered, but still very frequently retain all the signs of 
stratification; these are called “metamorphic” rocks; they have 
been changed, or metamorphosed, from their original condition, 
such as gneiss. Gneiss consists of felspar, quartz, and mica, irregu- 
larly laminated, and strata of this kind were at one time considered 
to have formed the primitive crust of the globe; but it has been 
shown that there are metamorphic rocks of all geological ages. In 
the Alps we have rocks of Tertiary age, metamorphosed into gneiss 
by the action of heat ; this action seems to have taken place at great 
depths, and you can understand that rocks are often carried down 
to great depths when I tell you that in Wales the Silurian rocks 
alone attain a thickness of 25,000 to 30,000 ft. Water percolates 
freely even to great depths, and the rocks there are brought under 
the influence of what is termed the “ central heat” of the earth; solu- 
tion takes place, the materials of the rocks are re-arranged according 
to their chemical affinities, and become crystalline, but they always 
seem to have a tendency to arrange themselves in existing planes of 
stratification. 
A few words as to the origin of mountain chains. In astronomical 
space there are numerous nebulous cloud-like masses of extreme 
tenuity, and by what is known as the “nebular hypothesis” any of 
these masses revolving in space on its own axis might contract, and 
Tow more and more dense, and tend towards solidification. Such, 
fe example, is supposed to have been the case with our own solar 
system. Still revolving, portions of the matter would be thrown off 
from the circumference, each partaking of the revolutionary motion, 
and also revolving on their own axis, and by degrees the whole had 
a tendency to cool, and be drawn nearer and nearer to the centre, 
and to become more and more solid. Being in ahighly-heated con- 
. dition, this solidification would take place by radiation into space ; 
by degrees a solid crust is formed, still radiation goes on, and the 
interior molten mass in contracting has a tendency to withdrawitself 
from the crust.: The exterior crust would likewise have a tendency 
to fall towards the centre, but being solid, and having in the latter 
case to occupy a less space, it can only accommodate itself to this 
by being more or less thrown into folds or wrinkles; and this, ac- 


mountain chains wereformed. We know by theory that these chains 
must have been formed, but we knownothing at all about the chains 
themselves; all the rocks we know of have been formed from pre- 
existing rocks, 

@The rocks Ihave tospeak about to-night form the oldest mountain 
chains in Europe—the Scandinavian chain, that great chain which 
runs the whole length of Norway and Sweden, and the Grampians, 
which run across Scotland, and which in a certain sense, though not 
strictly, may be considered to be a portion of the Scandinavian chain. 
These mountains consist almost entirely of gneissic rocks, both in 
the Scandinavian and Grampian chains ; the same is the case with the 
Highlands of Scotland, the region to the north of the Grampians; 
the same is the case in a great part of the north-west of Ireland; and 
in a less degree the mountains of Wales. All these rocks are of 
Silurian age, mostly Lower Silurian. In the Scandinavian chain the 
rocks are chiefly Lower Silurian and Laurentian, which latter rocks 
are of older date than the Silurian; they form mountain chains of 
great height and irregular form, and on examination they are found 
to be violently contorted, and these contortions consist of the layers 
of stratification metamorphosed, as I explained before. Originally 
the rocks consisted of sediment—mud, sand, pebbles, and beds of 
limestone, full of fossils of peculiar kinds, bivalve andunivalve shells. 
About 600 or 700 species are known in the Lower and 500 to 600 in 
the Upper Silurian. Near Cape Wrath, in Scotland, are beds of lime- 
stone rock which have been considerably metamorphosed, but the 
fossils they contain are still very definite, and by means of them we 
are enabled to say that those crystalline gneissic rocks, which were 
once called “ primitive,” are not to be looked on as the primitive 
crust of the earth, but are the representative of the old blue slates of 
Wales. In my opinion, the processes which turned these rocks into 
gneiss were probably connected with that shrinking of the earth’s 
crust, which contorted them, and threw them up into mountain 
chains: my reason for this opinion is that the movements of large 
masses of the earth’s crust must necessarily be accompanied by the 
production of a vast amount of heat, since all forces produce more 
or less heat ; and when we have masses of rock 20,000 to 30,000 ft. 
thick thrown up into mountain chains the heat produced must be 
enormous, and sufficient to excite the metamorphism of the rocks. 
Mr. R. Mallet has also re-produced the same theory in a much more 
definite manner, and it is now beginning to carry conviction to many 
geologists. 

Above these gneissic rocks in the mountain chains we are consider- 
ing lies the Old Red Sandstone or Devonian rocks. The gneiss con- 
tains no fossils, because it has been so much changed; no doubt in 
its day it contained fossils like those found in the blue slate rocks 
of Wales, The Old Red Sandstone in the Grampian Mountains lies 
“unconformably” on the Silurian beds—+.e., instead of its strata being 
parallel to those of the Silurian, the latter are inclined, and the newer 
set ef beds have been deposited on the edges of the older. In my 
opinion, the Old Red Sandstone strata were not deposited in the sea 
at all, but that the Silurian strata were so deposited. My reason for 
believing so—the theory was first started by Mr. Godwin-Austen— 
is that while the fossils of the Silurian beds of Scotland, &c., are un- 
doubtedly marine, those of the Old Red Sandstone have their nearest 
analogies in fresh or brackish waters, thus the nearest allies of the 
Old Red Sandstone fish, which are now living, are the Polypterus of 
the Nile and Northern Africa, the Ceratodus of Australian rivers or 
brackish waters, and the Lepidostus of North American rivers. I 
believe these Old Red Sandstone strata were deposited in great fresh- 
water lakes, lying at the base of the Grampian and Scandinavian 
Mountains; this is very important ina —_ point of view, 
giving evidence as it does of a continental epoch existing in these 
very early times, with lakes of great extent spread over a large part 
of what is now Northern Europe. There is one other Fp pte 
along the flanks of the Grampians, from N.E. to 8.W., and all along 
the flanks of the Lammermuir Hills, you find this Old Red Sandstone 
strata consist of coarse conglomerates, some of the blocks of stones 
half as large as this table; and in general these stones are angular, 
or have the corners barely rubbed off, and more than that, they are 
grooved and striated, which phenomena can only have been produced 
by the action of ice.

THE AMERICAN COPPER MARKET, 
Srr,—We think that the readers of the Mining Journal may be in- 
terested in the following review of the American copper market 
for 1874, At the commencement of the year the stock held in New 
York, Boston, Detroit, &c., was 5000 tons. For the first four months

The con- 
sumption for the whole year is estimated at 13,500 tons; the pro- 
duction for the same period of Lake copper, 15,470 tons; of Ten- 
nessee, Baltimore, &c., about 2000 tons; the total estimated pro- 
duction for the year being 17,470 tons, and the export 4025 tons, 
leaving a stock on hand to begin the year 1875 with of 5000 tons, 
the same quantity as was found in stock just 12 months before.

THE RICHMOND CONSOLIDATED MINING COMPANY, 


The Richmond Company was brought out in August, 1871, with a 
capital of 220,000/., the price paid for the property being 200,000/. 
in cash and shares, leaving, after payment of preliminary expenses, 
about 18,000/. to erect furnaces, provide plant, and furnish the float- 
ing capital required. The prospectus held out the prospect of a re- 
turn of 17 per cent. on the capital, with a probabilit of increase, 
and estimated the expected gross returns at 76,000/. per annum, 
The Richmond property originally consisted of the Richmond, the 
Virginia, and the Colorado locations. The apex of what is now 
known as the Richmond ledge commenced near the Tip-Top location 
boundary, and the questions arising as to legal rights were ulti- 
mately settled by the purchase of that property. Ata very early 
date in the history of the property it was found necessary to raise 
32,000/. on loan to pay for new purchases and supply the further 
floating capital found essential. In following the main lode in its 
erratic course it was found to run under a square location of about 
200 ft. by 200 ft., belonging to the Eureka Consolidated Company* 
By the mining laws of the State the priviledge is conferred on the 
owners of true lodes of following them through other properties. 
The Eureka Company contested this right2on the ground that the 
Richmond was not a true lode. 

The evidence of Mr. Clarence King was eonclusive on this point 
in favour of the Richmond claim, but the jury not being able to 
agree on a verdict the case stood open to be tried again. Under 
these circumstances it was deemed advisable to purchase the Look- 
Out location for about 17,0007. Under this spot, small as it was, 
Mr. Clarence King estimated that that there was a mass of ore of 
the gross value of 700,000/. To meet the heavy expenses of the law 
costs and purchases of new properties 10,000 new shares of 5/, each 
were issued and subscribed for in 1873, 

In consequence of the dispute with the Eureka Company a long 
interruption took place in working the mine. In March, 1873, 
smelting with one furnace was resumed, the average result up to 
May being $15,000 weekly, from that time to June 18 two furnaces 
gave $28,000 a week, and from that date the returns reached a 
weekly average from three furnaces of $45,000 up to the end of 
August, 1873. During the financial year ending August, 1873, 17,124 
tons of Richmond ore were smelted, theaverage yield per ton being 
$52,409, For the year ending August, 1874, 28,165 tons of Rich- 
mond ore were smelted, the average yield per ton of ore being 
$58,989. In the year ending August, 1872, the gross bullion pro- 
duced amounted to 72,400/., in the following year it reached 168,5217., 
and in the next to 295,639/7. The mine has thus, notwithstandin 
the interuptions to its progress, yielded a total product of 536,5601- 
on which a net profit has been realised up to August, 1874, equal 
to half the capital, The rate of profits to gross returns chiefly de- 
pends on the average of ore per ton and the costs of smelting. The 
expenses are nearly the same whether /$50 ore goes into the fur- 
nace or ore of $100 assay ; indeed, the rer ore costs more to re- 
duce than the richer, and more tons of ore to a ton of bullion are 
needed with low-class ore than with those of higher value.

The Rozan process, though requiring a costly plant, is cheap and 
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simple in action, and, therefore, peculiarly suitable for such a dis- 
trict as Eureka. It is estimated that by refining their own bullion 
the company will save $20 a ton, and realise the produce in three 
weeks instead of three months. The works for the refinery will 
shortly be in operation, and it will soon, therefore, be proved what 
hey can effect. As the annual produce of bullion is about 5000 or 
tons the direct saving estimated will be large, but the indirect 
advantage of rendering a much smaller floating capital sufficient 
will prove of great moment. The long-expected railway to Eureka 
was reported to be open for traffic for the first 45 miles from Pale- 
sade station on Dec. 20, and about 40 miles remain to be completed 
next spring. The intervening roadway is a favourable portion of 
the route, and the now shortened distance for teaming will treble 
the value of any interval of fine weather. The roads in October and 
November were so soft as to seriously interfere with traffic. The 
stock of bullion began, therefore, to accumulate, and the loss of in- 
terest on it would have been rather a serious item but for the great 
improvement in the roads from the latter end of November to the 
resent time. When thus hardened by frost the roads are in the best 
eondition for teaming. 

From its starting, in August, 1871, considerable variations have 
occurred in the ity and quantity of the ore developed ; and the 
ledge proved to be very erratic in section and in plan, occasionally 
lifting itself up and running horizontally for some distance, and 
again resuming its normal dip.

SOUTH AURORA CONSOLIDATED MINING COMPANY.

HYDRAULIC Mintna—GoLp Run.—The property of the Gold 
Run Company is situated about halfa mile from the village of Dutch 
Flats, and contains over 200 acres of gravel. The upper stratum of 
gravel has been washed off a considerable portion of the property, 
although there are some 40 acres yet untouched. Its present aspect 
is that of a "nays and very regular chalk pit, with a floor sloping gradually up- 
wards on either side of a great trough in the middle. The company possess no 
water — of their own, and have to buy their supply from a water company. 
This is a large annual expense, but Gold Run is fortunate in being able to obtain a 
good supply at a height above the dressing-floors amply sufficient to give the re- 

uired pressure. The great ——. of collecting the gold exists in the necessit 
for a considerable fall, and very rapid current to carry along with it the gravel, 
and several plans have been devised to obtain some of the fine gold which would 
otherwise be swept away. The most popular of these is the undercurrent. A 
portion of the water runs mir a frating in a trough, and is led along a broader 
trough with a much slighter fall. The current is here a gentle one, and the gold 
settles and is caught either by blocks or with ye ms the water then runs again 
into the sluice. This process is repeated five or six times, so that all the water has 
an opportunity of depositing the flour gold. A new invention has lately been 
tried in some of the mines situated in the neighbourhood, and found to work well. 
The water is run off from the gravel, and passes between two copper plates, each 
of which has a number of protuberances which nearly fit into each other, These 
and the plates are, before being set in place, rubbed with quicksilver, and as the 
water passing between the plates is thrown into close contact with the surfaces of 
these protuberances, the gold is caught by the mercury. The plates are taken up, 
scraped, and re-quicksilvered once a week, or once a month, as occasion demands. 
In spite, however, of all precautions, much gold is lost, and the ravines into which 
mining sluices empty are in themselves valuable properties. As yet the real wealth 
of this property is almost untouched, for there are still 180 ft. of gravel between 
the present floor and the bed-rock. Now, the proportion of gold in gravel increases 
as it nears the bed-rock, and it may, therefore, be confidently expected that the 
yield in this untouched vel will be very much greater than in that alread 
washed. Indeed, this is known to be the case, fora shaft has been sunk through 
the gravel to the bed-rock, and samples of the gravel brought up in the operation 
were washed by hand and found to contain several fold more gold than gravel from 
the upper bed mao treated. In order to get at the bottom of the gravel bed, 
and to have a gradual fall to carry off the gravel and water and to collect the gold, 
it was necessary to have a tunnel from a point considerably lower than the level of 
the bed rock. Such a point was found on the side of a ravine 2000 ft. distant, 
and to this point, after examining the surface works, I took my way. A tunnel of 
2000 ft. in length is a formidable undertaking, —, when that tunnel must 
be made of considerable size to hold the sluice, wth its under-currents and other 
appurtenances. Fortunatately, however, the company owning the next ground to 
the Gold Run were in a precisely similar position; and this company, owned b 
Americans, were well provided with capital, and had already commenced their 
tunnel. This company entered into an a; ment with the Gold Run Company, 
by which the latter were allowed to run their tunnel into the former tunnel at the 
nearest point at which it passed to their property. This point was 1150 ft. from 
the mouth of the tunnel, and the Gold Run proprietors were, therefore, saved the 
expense of driving that length of tunnel, and have only 930 ft. more to drive to 
take them under their own shaft. This arrangement suits both companies, for the 
water from the Gold Run will run into the sluices of the other company at the 
point of junction of the two tunnels, and the latter will have the opportnnity of 
collecting a considerable quantity of the waste gold in their 1150 ft. of sluices. This 
advantage is so great that it would have paid Gold Run to make the whole tunnel, 
and thus have 2000;ft. of sluices. But as the money to make the tunnel had to be 
raised by debentures, the present arrangement is most advantageous for them, as 
well as for their neighbours. The moment the tunnel and shaft meet, the work of 
washing will begin. The great jets will be set to work on the surface, and the tre- 
mendous power of the water will wash the gravel down the shaft, enlarging its 
operation until the shaft becomes a great funnel above the bed-rock. The jets will 
then be removed to the bed rock, by which situation the water will have an addi- 
tional pressure of 150 ft. in height, and a corresponding additional force, So the 
work will continue until so great a span of gravel has been cleared that it can no 
longer be run along the bed-rock to the shaft through the rock down to the tunnel. 








ECHOES FROM THE MINING MARKET. 


Although no further official change has taken place in the Cornish 
tin standards since the 4th inst. the smelters have been offering 
from 1i, to 2l. above their quotations, which would sopue to indi- 
cate the imminence of a further advance. In London, however, the 
quotations for Straits have been a shade easier, but this has un- 
doubtedly been caused by the announcement of the Banca sale for the 27th inst., 
the quantity to be offered at which is a trifle in excess of previous amounts. On 
the first intimation, therefore, prices fractionally receded, but we think this is only 
a transitory effect, as the market in its present condition is far more likely to re- 
spond to other causes, such as lowness of stocks, diminished imports, &c., and 
these are all in favour of a rising market. Amongst investors there appears to be 
great confidence in the future, and although the excitement to buy tin shares has 
to a great extent died away, it has been su ed by a steady and hopeful ab- 
sorption of the better stocks. It has been a peculiar feature of the late rise that in- 
vestors have confined their attention to only the leading mines, therefore the at- 
tempts of speculators to inflate less favourite shares have entirely failed, a stateof 
affairs in singular contrast-to the previous excitement, when good and bad stocks 
were alike bought up at fancy prices. Thedemand for South Wales colliery shares 
has sensibly decreased during the past byopete | to the unsatisfactory aspect of 
the strike, which, however, is confined to certain districts. Shares have been 
freely offered, and repeated reductions in prices have failed to tempt buyers. The 
shares of the Forest of Dean companies, from parallel causes, have been drooping, 
but North Country stocks are in reverse condition, and exhibit considerable buoy- 
ancy. Chapel House (Liverpool district), and Thorp’s Gawber Hall (Barnsley) 
have, perhaps, received the chief attention, and the amount invested in the shares 
during the week must haveamounted to many thousands of pounds. A quarterly 
dividend at the rate of 15 per cent. per annum is due in the Chapel House next 
month, and as at the present price of the shares the return is equal to nearly 17 per 
cent., the demand is easily accounted for. Apart from this, however, prospects 
appear to be good for the augmentation of future dividends.

CHARCOAL Furnaces.—Mr. E, LANGEN, of Cologne, has patented 
an invention, the novelty of which consists in dispensing with the ordinary lower 
sliding cover of charcoal furnaces, and fastening the cooling tubes by means of bo'ts 
on to suitable bearers. These bearers are screwed into lateral bearers, which are 
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supported by the pillars and brickwork of the furnace. Below these bearers there 
is pieced a moveable plate, provided with two slits suspended by means of lateral 
pieces on anti-friction rollers. The rollers bear on projecting ribs of the before- 
mentioned lateral bearers. The lateral pieces suspending the moveable plates are 
connected by rods to asmal! hydraulic engine, which gives movement to the lateral 
Pieces and the plate, the rollers reducing the friction toa minimum.

ZINC, QUICKSILVER, IRON, AND STEEL, 


A contemporary observed that “ British adventure in mines has 
been strengthened by the encouraging tendency of the metal 
markets.” This is undoubted'y true, and makes it desirable that 
attention should be drawn to the progress of the metal markets 
during the last year, as affording the best grounds for the present 
position of mining and its future prospects. Another authority 
observes that “a feature in the markets since the opening of the 

ear has been the greater firmness in mining shares.” Thus afford- 
ing @ very conclusive reason why we should invoke the attention 
of our readers to the cause and peculiarities of the markets. 

The fall in prices in the whole range of commercial products 
during the last year has been very signal, and not only in the 
United Kingdom, but even to a far greater extent in every other 
country in the world, making it not only no matter of surprise that 
our foreign commerce did not meet expectation, but rather afford- 
ing congratulation that the results of 1874, both as to quantities 
and values of exports, were so good. In metals, however, the 
general decline of prices was severely felt. Tin dropped 22 per 
cent, Scotch pig-iron showed a decline of 109s, per ton, or about 
30 percent.; but the price of coal used in the manufacture fell in 
equal proportion. Lead, usually—indeed, almost invariably—the 
steadiest of all metals, held up wonderfully, closed the year with 
firmness, and is now firm. Copper, the most fluctuating of all 
metals, fell to 74/, 10s. per ton at its worst market during the year, 
but closed the annual period at about the same price it began— 
837. 10s.—and is now better. 

If, however, the metal markets suffered somewhat in the great 
changes which transpired the means of production were lower. 
Wheat fell from an average of 61s. per quarter to an average of 44s., 
and beef is lower by 4d. to 6d. perstone. Imported articles of food 
—tea, coffee, sugar, pepper, dried fruits, &c., are all lower in value. 
The miner can live upon less, and the operative metallurgist can live 
upon less. The export of metals has had peculiar facilities in the 
reductions of freights, which have fallen with a rapidity we might 
almost venture to say without parallel. We shall now, however, 
review only the progress of zinc, quicksilver, iron, and steel, having 
last week selected for comment tin, copper, and lead, which are 
more commercially linked together than other metals. 

During the past year zinc has been more used in buildings, both in 
connection with roofing ‘and decoration, than ever before, but this 
has been the case to a far greater extent in France and Belgium than 
elsewhere, but has generally been so in the countries neighbouring 
to those. There isa growing taste for its application to similar pur- 
poses in England. Our commerce initis, however, not great. Such 
large establishments as that of Mr. GrLBy, City-road, roll off such 
quantities that we do not need to import it much, our continental 
friends supply themselves, and remote countries which take our 
wares in other metals do not much use this. 

During the last twelve months the value of zinc imported by us 
was a little less than 500,000/., against 478,000/. (using round num- 
bers only) in the year 1873, and 302,329/. in 1872. The quantities 
were last year 22,000 tons(using round numbers also as to quantities), 
against about 20,000 tons in the previous year, and 14,000 tons the 
year before that. As our consumption of this metal increases so 
much it is likely that our imports will have considerable influence 
on our dealings. Our imports for 1874 were of the value of 841,2082., 
against less than half the amount in 1873, and in 1872 a little less 
than that. It appears that during the last month the import was 
unusually heavy, amounting to nearly 200,000/., against 18,0007. in De- 
cember, 1873, The quantities of quicksilver consumed in this country 
are very large—last year nearly 3,000,000 lbs. It is plain that the 
metal has advanced in price, for we obtained, in 1873, 2,391,704 lbs. 
for less than half the money. 

The United Kingdom, it is known, does not produce this metal ; 
but our metal merchants retain large stocks for export, and many 
nations come to this market to purchase it, although not a native 
production, just as in the case of the precious metals, which, 
although not found to any extent in the United Kingdom, have 
their emporium in London. 

Our “ re-exports,” as the exports of colonial and foreign produce 
are oddly called, were very considerable in the case of quicksilver, 
in proportion to our imports: but alarge amount of these was from 
stocks previously on hand. For the year the value was 652,108/., 
against a little more than half the value of the previous vear. 

The quantity Jast year thus exported was nearly 2.500,000 Ihs., 
against 2,162,438 lbs., showing that the business last year was profit- 
able, larger quantities having been sold at better prices, a striking 
instance of our profits as merchants upon the buying and selling of 
metals of foreign or colonial production. 

It is an old saying when an improbability is strongly expressed, 
or something absurd in commercial procedure is the subject of com- 
ment—“ that is carrving coals to Newcastle.” Within the last two 
years this, however, has literally taken place ; and notwithstanding 
the world-wide reputation of England as a country producing iron, 
she actually imports it. Before the Bessemer process in the manu- 
facture of »teel was adopted Swedish iron was pretty extensively 
imported for steel manufacture. Still. the value of iron imported 
in a single year is considerable. In 1874 it was for iron pure and 
unwrought over 1.000,000/7. The value of manufactured iron im- 
norted was 1,328,000/., consisting chiefly of artistic manufactures 
French, Belgian, and German, Unwrought steel was valued at 
128.0007. The total value of this description of imports was over 
2,500,0007. The previous yenr it was about 2,150,000/., and the year 
before that a little more. We do not use all the iron and steel im- 
ported, but re-export some of it, as there are various countries 
which desire to obtain the artistic ironwork of the Continent, and 
find it most ersy to take it henee in return cargoes. 

During last vear we exported foreign iron bars unwrought to 
the value of 365,000/., and foreign steel unwrought to the value of 
29,000/., about 164 per cent. of the value of the imports. The only 
other year with which we can compare values is 1873, as the Board 
of Trade did not previously return them; and it appears that in 
that year the worth‘of such re-exports was 100,000/. less than in 1874. 
Our exports of iron, steel, and their products, the productions of 
the United Kingdom, are, indeed, wonderful, justifying the Right 
Hon. W. E. Gladstone’s remark in his speech some time ago at 
Barrow-in-Furness, Lancashire, “‘ That, whereas Cotton was king in 
times past, we may now appropriately speak of King Iron.” 

The total value of steel and iron—British products —exported 
during the year was about 314 millions, unhappily a falling.off of 
64 millions from 1873, and more than 44 millions less than in 1872. 
There was, however, an increase in quantity this year over 1872, 
but we were not so well paid for it, and the decrease in quantity in 
1878 bore no proportion to that of value, This enormous business 
is exclusive of numerous articles made mainly of iron and steel, 
but in which copper, tin, and other metals are emploved, such as 
hardware and cutlery, the value of which approached 44 millions, 
about half-a-million less than in 1873 and 1872. Machinery and 
millwork are also excluded in the total values of iron and steel, and 
their separate amounts are very large, making 8,750,000 against 
10.000,000 in 1873, and over 8,000,000 in 1872. 

There are various industrial products of our country into which 
iron and steel enter which cannot he enumerated; but as these de- 


tails approximate as nearly as possible to correctness, we have before | 


us a representation of the vastness of our trade in metals, which 
justifies usin pronouncing it to be the masterindustry of the country.

- RemarxKs.—There has been a fair amount of general business 
transacted throughout the week, and of such a character as to afford 
encouragement for the future. The foreign markets are gradually 
waking up, and the home trade is fairly active. The demand is 
not confined to any one branch of the trade, but is extended pretty 
equally to all, with one or two exceptions. It is true that the 
orders which have as yet been placed have not been in such quantities as to cause 
any alteration in prices, but they are sufficiently numerous and diversified as to 
give promise of a good spring trade. The reduction of the Bank rate to 4 per cent. 
on the 14th inst., by which financial facilities are afforded, should tend to impart 
a measure of confidence, and give encouragement to intending purchasers to come 
forward, and doubtless this would be the case were it not for the doubt which still 
exists in the minds of some that perhaps lower rates may still rule, and that it 
would be better to wait before committal to extended engagements. But if the 
current rates be taken into consideration with regard to the position of the various 
markets, and the home and foreign stocks of metals, compared with those prevail- 
ing during the last year or two, it would seem that a fair average had already been 
attained, and that there is not much probability, unless some untoward event 
should occur, of materially lower rates ruling. As the spring is now fast approach- 
ing, greater activity may be looked for. The first few weeks of the year are not 
unfrequently more occupied in squaring the accounts of the past, and planning for 
the future, than in actual new business. = 

CoppEr.—The market at the beginning of the week opened firm, 
and business in Chili bars was done for g.o.b. on usual cash terms, 
84/,, and Urmeneta 84/, 10s. Wallaroo realised 93/., and ingots 94J,, 
and India sheets 96/.; but as the week advanced the market became 
quiet, buyers retired, and quotations drooped. To-day there is no 
improvement to record, and until some new feature presents itself 
it is not likely that any material change will take place. Last year at this time, 
when stocks of Chili produce held in Liverpool and Swansea were about double 
what they mow are, Chili bars were selling at 85/. and upwards. Should charters 
prove light, and supplies of copper from other sources not come forward in ex- 
cess, copper ought to improve under the combined influence of cheap money and 
the approaching spring trade. 

Iron.—There is very little doubt but that buyers and sellers have 
alike been waiting the result of the quarterly meeting of ironmas- 
ters, held yesterday, in the expectation that the position of the trade 
would become more defined, and the future prospectsclearer. Dur- 
ing the past week there has been very little doing in South Wales. 
In Merthyr, one of the principal centres of the industry, at three of 
the targest ‘works the men have declared their willingness to go in at the terms pro- 
posed by the masters, but this willingness on their part does not place the masters 
in the position of being able to find an abundance of employment, The new orders 
are not coming forward in such numbers, or for such quantities, as to supply the 
required amount of work, and still further patience needs to be exercised, but it is 
so far an encouragement to all parties that should it be possible to place contracts 
there are hands ready to fulfilthem. The position of the market in the North of 
England does not differ from that of South Wales. There is very little business 
doing, and dealers are more disposed to look on than to operate. The following 
are the rates at which pig-iron is quoted :—No. 1, 65s.; No. 3, 59s. 6d.; No. 4 forge, 
56s., net cash. The only new feature of interest in the trade is the rapid increase 
in makers’ stocks, which is mainly to be accounted for by the decrease in the ship- 
ments of iron abroad. 

For a long time past the Scotch market has furnished the chief support; but 
this of itself is insufficient to maintain the balance between supply and demand, 
consequently during the mouth of December an increase of stocks is reported to 
the extent of 30,000 tons. Rails are quoted from 7/, to 7/. 2s. 6d. Plate iron for 
shipbuilding 9/. 2s. 6d. and merchant bars 8/. 28.6d. It remains to be seen what 
the effect of the determination of the Staffordshire ironmasters not to reduce 
their prices will be upon the market. At present it does not appear likely that 
this determination will facilitate business. Business was done in Scotch pig iron 
at the beginning of the week, at 75s. 6d., and a large number of transactions are 
said to have taken place at about this price, after which quotations receded to 
74s. 444d., which is about the closing price.

SavING LirFn AT SEA.—Considerable attention has reeently been 
directed to the improved apparatus for carrying, lowering, and dis- 
engaging ships’ boats, invented by Mr. Frederick Young, of the Union 
Steamship Company, Southampton, and during the past week the 
apparatus has been on view at Messrs, Anson and Company’s, Queen 
Victoria-street. The davits, which are of C-form, are made to move 
simultaneously by a very ingenious contrivance, both receiving their 
action from one source, until they hang over the vessel’s side, and when this is ac- 
complished the boat is lowered by the ropes, the whole movement being accom- 
plished without the boat’ itself being touched, whilst two men can do the work 
with a 4-ton boat in the space of between three and four minutes. The boat is pro- 
vided with a disengaging gear, by which the hooks attaching it to the ropes are 
set free by their own action the instant the boat {s level water carried, but kept 
firm until that moment. To ensure the boat being lowered by each davit fairly 
and evenly, the ropes are made to work on reels attached to one shaft, and in the 
event of a wave raising one end of the boat higher than the other as it is being 
launched, no danger of the upsetting of the craft need be apprehended from its 
being held by one rope only, for the hook of one rope cannot become unfastened 
whilst its companion upon the other side remains fastened. Further, supposing 
it is desired to lower a boat by the side of a vessel within a foot or so of the water's 
edge, and keep it in that position for ~ time, to prevent its being accidentally 
loosened from the ropes by a wave reaching it an easily-app!ied stop is put to the 
self-acting gear of theboat, which makes allsecure ; and, again, supposing a choppy 
sea existing when it is desired to launch the boat, and which causes a delay in es 
becoming water-carried, by a simple movement one person in the boat can at once 
ret the fastenings free. Mr. Young has received almost innumerable testimonials 
from practical authorities on the matter as to the efficiency and simplicity of the 
invention, not the least iniportant being that of Capt. Hassenstein, of the Imperial 
German Navy, who says—‘‘I made an interesting report to the Admiralty at 
Berlin, and hope they will not leave it unobserved, for I gave it the preference to 
any apparatus of this kind ever invented, and seen by me.”

The trio were employed at Wheal Basset, in Cornwall, 
and were heing lowered in a cage, when on nearing the bottom, they found that the 
recent floods had partially filled the shaft, and they were being steadily lowered into 
some fathoms of water. Their lights were, of course, extinguished, and unable to 
signal to be raised there was nothing for it but to swim in the darkness for their 
lives; but one of the boys did not know how toswim, and after a despairing struggle 
sank and died. The other two struck out for the level, and swam up the dismal 
tunnel until they reached its upper end, where the water was shallow, whence they 
were rescued.

LEAD, AND FLOODED LEAD MINES. 


The present position of the lead trade, and our lead mines as well, 
is just now creating more than ordinary interest. Thisis just what 
might be expected, seeing that whilst of late years attention has 
been sreqesery, called to the great increase in the production of coal 
and iron very little notice has been paid to the marked falling off 
which has taken place in the output of lead ore and its accompany- 
ing metal—silver—so that our imports of both have actually ex- 
ceeded what we have ourselves raised. Flintshire and the adjoining 
county of Denbigh, in North Wales, were at one time amongst the 
best known of our lead-bearing districts, and many years ago had 
some remarkably profitable mines at work, which paid very large 
dividends indeed, A great change, however, has taken place, and 
many of the then best mines, so far as profits were concerned, are 
now entirely closed. It is, therefore, not to be wondered at that 
the produce of our mines has declined from year to year. Thus we 
find that in 1848 the lead ore raised in the kingdom was 78,944 tons, 
in 1856 it was 101,997 tons, whilst in 1873 it was only 73,500 
tons. To some considerable extent this state of things may truly be 
attributed to the many mines that have been entirely stopped, owing 
to their being flooded with water, and left in that state. To open 
them out, all that is required is machinery sufficiently powerful to 
draw off the water, as we pointed out some three or four years ago 
after a visit to the lead mines in the Mold district. This was also 
the view entertained by Mr. J. Prior, one of the principal mining 
experts in the County of Flint, as well as by all persons acquainted 
with the lead mines around Mold. There is, consequently, no reason 
why that town should not again take the place it formerly held as 
the most important centre of lead mining in North Wales, seeing 
that it has the very great advantage of being surrounded by valuable 
coal fields and collieries in full working operation. That it is likely 
before very long to again become the scene of great activity in con- 
nection with lead mining on a large scale there is every reason to 
believe, now that steps have been taken to carry out some such 
views as we shadowed out a very few years ago in the Journal, 
We allude to the Halkyn Mines Drainage Bill, which will be intro- 
duced during the ensuing session of Parliament, and, we believe, will 
be passed with little, if any, opposition, seeing that the object is to 
benefit the owners of mining property by draining those lead mines 
that for years past have been idle, owing to their being flooded 
with water. 

With a capital of 100,000, and directors like the Duke of Wrst- 
MINSTER and Lord ROBERT GROSVENOR, who are very large lessors 
of minerals in Flintshire, every confidence may be placed in the new 
company for producing an efficient and effective drainage scheme, by 
which several most valuable mines will be again brought into work- 
ing condition. Besides the opening out of mines that have long 


been standing, others that have only been partially worked of late 
years can be cleared so as to greatly increase their poiees and 

enefit owners and shareholders, who, for the want of sufficient capi- 
tal, have been working not only at a great disadvantage, but in many 
instances ata positive loss, Itis, therefore, almost needless to state 
that the proposals of the new company havegiven the greatest satis- 
faction to a large number of persons interested in lead mining in 
Flintshire, and that “ great expectations” are already formed of the 
good that will be effected by the drainage scheme. Not only does 
this apply to mines that for years have been water-logged, but to 
many others that have been worked to a limited extent during the 
last few years, but turning out a much less quantity of ore than they 
formerly did. That there are many of such mines we have abun- 
dant evidence in the yearly reports. Taking all the lead mines in 
the county of Flint, we find that in almost every instance there has 
been a falling off in the production of late years. Asan illustration, 
taking the years 1866 and 1873, we find the decrease has been really 
extraordinary. This will be seen from the following figures, show- 
ing the yield of lead ore and silver at all the mines that raised 
10 tons of the former and upwards annually fer the — periods :—- 
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The above figures show that the falling off has been very great, 


Talargoch alone have raised nearly twice as much ore in 1867 as was 
raised in all the mines in the county in 1873. 
Of the mines that have long been closed many of them were the 
most remunerative in the district. The Belgrave Mine, the lessee 
of which is the Duke of WisTMINSTER, was a very profitable one, 
and paid nearly 1,000,000. sterling individends, The Pant-y-Mwyn 
Mine, which we believe is now being opened under another name, 
some 25 yeays ago was raising ore at the rate of 400 tons a month. 
Then there is the Bryngwiog, Gian Alyn, and other of the Mold 
mines that only require to be cleared of the water to turn out 
large qualities of ore that will not only well repay lessors and lessees, 
but the company by whose means they are brought into a working 
state. When this is accomplished Flintshire will take the position 
it formerly held amongst the counties engaged in the production of 
lead and silver, and the town of Mold will again become as im- 
rtant as it wasin years gone by as the chief seat and centre of a 
arge and thriving community. Such is likely to be the-result of the 
drainage of the lead mines in the district, and which will again 
find profitable employment for hundreds of families. 
In the adjoining county of Denbigh we may also expect to find 
some of the mines unflooded, and again at work. Several parts of 
the county are rich in lead and silver, there being the great Minera 
vein, which coincides with a line of faults traversing the entire coal 
field of Denbighshire from south-east to north-west, and which in 
1869 yielded 5447 tons of ore, but less than 3000 tons in 1878. The 
entire output of the county in 1867 was 8987 tons, whilst in 1873 it 
was only 2997 tons. Amongst the mines not at work is the Maes- 
y-Safn, which in 1867 raised 2410 tons of ore, and paid the last com- 
pany upwards of 300,000/, in dividends; it is from 400 to 500 yards 
deep, and in all prebability will again be a good property. 
It is not saying too much that the company first established for 
the clearing of the lead mines of North Wales of the vast accumu- 
lations of water that have rendered them useless for many years 
will be the means of accomplishing a work that cannot be con- 
sidered other than of national importance, whilst its beneficial effects 
will permeate all classes in the districts affected by the operations 
that will before long, it is expected, be commenced. 








OUR COAL EXPORTS, 


We are now enabled to review with a certain precision our coal 
exports for the past year, and for the matter of that, also for the 
past 16 years, The export movement of coal (the expression in- 


cluding coal, cinders, and culm) from the United Kingdom has been 
as follows for the 16 years ending with 1874 inclusive :—

me surprise 
—that notwithstanding the unsettled state of the coal trade in 1873 
and 1874, the exports attained last year the heaviest total on record. 
If, again, we compare 1874 with 1864 we find that in ten years 
the exports expanded to the substantial extent of 5,008,086 tons, 
Shoulé our coal exports move on at the same rate during the ensuing 
decade, they will not fall far short of 20,000,000 tons per annum by 
1884, while in 1894 they will have been carried to 24,000,000 or 
thereabouts. But, of course, the future course of the exports is 
very greatly dependent upon the future course of prices, In 1873 
the exports at once experienced a contraction as compared with 
1872, although in that year coal was dear all over the world. The 
oe in prices which was witnessed last year was at once attended 
with an immediate revival in shipments. We need not, then, 
insist on the obvious effects of prices—high or low, as the case 
may be—upon the external demand for our coal. It should be 
observed that last year 3,140,383 tons of coal were also shipped 
for the use of steamers engaged in the foreign trade, so that in 1874 
the quantity of English coal consumed out of the United Kingdom 
was in round figures 17,000,000 tons. 

The decline which occurred in prices last ye is illustrated by 
the fact that the value of the 13,198,494 tons of coal exported from 
Great Britain in 1872 was computed at 10,442,321/., while the 
12,617,566 tons exported in 1873 were valued at 13,188,511/., and the 
13,908,958 tons exported in 1874 at 11,934,255/. Even 1874 must, 
however, be pronounced a dear coal year, and the fact that our 
foreign and colonial customers should have paid us on an average 
all but 1,000,000/. per month for the coal which they purchased from 
us is a significant and memorable one. Inthe current year the total 
value of the coal exported from our shores will probably experience 
a further contraction, but we should not be surprised to find it come 
out 12 months hence at something over 10,000,000/. It is remark- 
able to find that, notwithstanding the vigour which is being dis- 

layed in the development of coal-mining industry in the Ruhr 

asin and in the Pas-de-Calais, the Nord, and other parts of Germany 
and France, those countries are still very large importers of English 
coal, and have to pay very smartly for it. Thus, in 1874 the value 
of the coal which we sent to Germany was 1,618,159/., against 
1,684,386/, in 1873; while the corresponding value of the coal which 
we exported to France was 1,873,797/., against 2,307,863/. in 1873, 
France pays us annually a larger coal “ tribute” than any other na- 
tion. Certainly, this tribute was materially smaller in 1874 than 
in 1875, but still the French are very largely dependent upon 
us for coal. Time was when they grumbled very much about 





of having become more independent of the coal fields of Great 
Britain, they have to resort to them to a larger extent than ever. 
Nevertheless, the development of French coal mining is one of the 
most noteworthy features of the epoch. 








GOLD AND SILVER IN THE PAcrFic STaTEs.—According to the 
statistics pereeoed by Mr. Rossiter W. Raymond, United States Com- 
missioner of Mining Statistics, the production of gold and silver in 
the Pacific States and Territories in 1873 was much larger than in 
1872, The estimates of the production of the United States in gold 
since its discovery in California show the amount in California in 
1848 to have been $10,000,000, and in 1873 $17,000,000. The highest 
amount was in 1865—$65,000,000. The entire product from 1848 to 
1873 inclusive was $983,800,000 ; in other States and Territories, 
$254,950,000 ; making a total of $1,240,750,000. The total produc- 
tion of silver in the same period was $186,050,000, raising the total 
of gold and silver from 1848 to 1873 to $1,426,800,000. 


Coat IN InDIA.—The boring for coal in the Kistnah district is 
how going on under Mr. T, Vanstavern, executive engineer; and he 
writes that he fhas found two sets of fossils which are very en- 
couraging, so that there are good hopes of important news from 
him soon. Much interest has been felt in the accounts of the coal 
explorations in the district, furnished to the Mining Journal from 
time to time by Colonel Francis Applegath, and still more interest- 
ing particulars may now be cepetel toms him. 








OPENING OF A COAL EXCHANGE AT LEITH,—Ata meeting of coal- 
masters and others, held at Leith some time ago, a scheme was set 
on foot for opening a Coal Exchange. The scheme met with ap- 
proval, and a committee of the Leith Coal Shippers’ Association 
were encouraged to make arrangements for the use of the Corn Ex- 
change for an hour every Tuesday. Through the exerticns more 
particularly of the secretary, Mr. A. Blackwood, jun. (of Blackwood, 
Scott, and Co,), the Exchange was opened on Tuesday last, from one 
to two o’clock, for the first time, and a large amount of business was 
done. There was a large attendance of coalmasters, exporters, and 
agents, and the quotations for steam coal ranged from 9s, 6d, to 
13s, 4d. per ton, and for gas coal from 16s. to 51s, per ton. The Ex- 
change will be continued every Tuesday afternoon. 





Nrw CoaL-Tipping MacHINne AT LeirH.—The Commissioners 
for the Leith Harbour and Docks, with the view to affording tem- 
porary facilities for the shipment of coals until the new docks are 
completed, have given instructions for the erection of a new coal- 
tipping machine at the West Pier. The work has been commenced, 
workmen being engaged at the necessary operations on the pier, 
and a dredging lighter being at work deepening the harbour. Tip- 
ping-machines are found to be very serviceable to shippers, and 
comparatively inexpensive, but they cannot be worked at high- 
water, as ships’ hatches are raised to a higher level than they. An- 
other objection is that at low-water the coals are liable to damage 
the vessels, owing to the great depth they have to fall. Asa rule, 
owners prefer paying higher dues for berths where they can discharge 
and take in cargoes than for harbour accommodation where their 
ships are liable to be strained by being grounded. All ships of heavy 
draught are loaded in the docks, where they are constantly afloat. 


Exports OF Rainway Irnon.—The exports of railway iron from 
the United Kingdom in December exhibited a large decline as com- 
pared with the corresponding month in the two previous years; 
Thus the exports were only 29,096 tons in December, 1874, against 
49,550 tons in December, 1873, and 65,938 tons in December, 1872, 
The shipments of railway iron to the United States last month were 
only 1021 tons; in the corresponding month of December, 1872, they 
wersé 31,686 tons. The aggregate exports of railway iron from the 
United Kingdom last year were 782,437 tons, against 785,014 tons in 
1873, and 945,420 tons in 1872. In these totals the exports to the 
United States figured for 94,466 tons, 186,300 tons, and 467,304 tons 
respectively. Theexport of railway iron from the United Kingdom 
largely increased last year to British America, British India, and 
Australia; but for this augmentation in the colonial demand, the 
falling off in last year’s shipments would have been mueh more con- 
siderable. The value of our exports of railway iron in December 
was 334,468/., against 677,444/. in December, 1873, and 809,686, in 
December, 1872; and for the whole of 1874, 9,629,820), against 
10,418,852/, in 1878, and 10,225,492/, in 1872, 


Co-OPERATIVE IRONMAKING.—The directors of the North of Eng- 
land Industrial Iron and Coal Company (in which several Yorkshire 
co-operative societes are largely interested) have just issued their 
usual half-yearly report to the shareholders. For the second time 
in succession they find themselves unable to recommend a dividend, 
in consequence of the gloom which has for some time overshadowed 
the iron trade, and now extended to the coal and kindred branches 
of trade. The sinkings for coal at the East Howle Oolliery of the company has led 
to working of an excellent seam of household coal to the extent of 200 tons per 
day. In consequence of the searcity of house accommodation for the workmen, 
and the absence of adequate capital to build more houses, the colli cannot yet 
be developed to its full capacity. The prospects of the company, however, are 
brighter, there being recently a profit upon every working department of the bust- 
ness. The adaptation of the abandoned Danks’ patent puddling-furnaces to Mr. 
Orampton’s method of heating by coal dust is completed. A goelinioney and satis- 
factory trial of machinery has been made, and the high elass of iron produced from 
Cleveland pig by the furnace at Woolwich Arsenal leads the directors to have full 
confidence in the financial result. The plate mill at Carlton is also in an advanced 
stage towards completion. An investigation into the causes of some recent loss by 
the working of the blast-furnaces at Carlton has led to the discovery of serious de- 
terioration in the quality of the ironstone from the Bouth Belmont Mines, near 
Guisborough, and the present royalty will be terminated at the end of the 
year. The Ailesbury Mines continue to yield profitable returns upon the amount 
of capital invested. Finding that the shareholders did not subseribe generally to 
the last issue of new shares, and that the thorough development and completios 
of the works in progress are essential to the financial success of the company, the 
directors recommend the issue‘of 5000 (10/.) shares, entitled toa preference divi- 
dend of 10 per cent. per annum out of the first profits of the company during eath 
year’s working, to be offered to existing shareholders in the Srepestion of one 
share for every five ordinary shares that are held. In concluding, the directors 
point out that the prosperity of the company has been seriously impeded by the 
time ocoupied in getting the works into successful operation, besides the losses 
generally thrown upon the adopters of new inventions. They, however, will ;be 
prepared for the revival of trade which must follow the present fong depression, 


TUBULAR ARMOUR BOLTS AND FisHine PLATE Boits.—When 
Mr. P. M. Parsons first introduced these bolts, some years ago, they 
were received with marked approval and their advantages appre- 
ciated generally by engineers, and were rapidly coming into use 
when their manufacture was suspended in consequence of a question 
of patent right between Sir William Palliser and Mr. Parsons, which 
remained for a long time undecided. That question has at last been 
amicably settled, and there is now no further hindrance to the manufacture and 
use of the patent bolts. The tubular armour bolts are formed by boring a hole up 
the shank to within a short distance of the commencement of the screwed part, the 
area of which is equal to the ring cut away by the thread, or is so adjusted as to 
leave the effective area of the metal through the shank the same or a trifle under 
that of the screwed part measured to the bottom of the thread, a steel plug is then 
driven into the head, and the bolt has all the external appearance of an ordinary one. 
This simple arrangement imparts tothe bolt uniform strength, that is to say it makes 
the whole of the shank the same strength as the screwed part, and enables the metal 
to give out its elasticity throughout the entire length of the bolt when subjected to 
impact or otherwise strained ; it thus possesses the utmost endurance possible, and 
is capable of doing mare effective work than an ordinary bolt, in which the shrank 
is stronger than the screwed part, or one in which the shrank is of the same 
strength for only a portion of its length, while the metal that is removed, being 
taken from the interior in the neutral axis of the bolt, the shrank suffers scarcel 
any reduction in strength to resist shearing, torsional, or transverse strains, while 
it can be made to fit tightly into the hole the screwed part has to pass through, and 
thus sustains the plates, and connects them in the most secure and perfect manner 
to the structure of which they form such an essential part. These advantages, 
possessed alone by the patent tubular bolts, have been fully demonstated both 
under fire and by the Admiralty test of a falling weight. Mr. Parsons has made 
arrangements for the manufacture both of the tubular-armour bolts and the fish- 
ing-plate bolts with Messrs. Horton and Son, of Darlaston, and this firm is 
about to erect special machinery to prodace them economically, and of the best 
——. The object of the patent fishing-plate bolts is to remedy the defects 
of ordinary bolts—the breaking off at the thread when subjected to any sudden 
strain and the loosening of the nuts in situations exposed to vibrations, Both 
these objects are obtained by reducing the shank to the same strength as the 
screwed part, which is effected by making grooves in it, so that while its cross sec- 
tional area is about the sameas that of the screwed part measured to the bottom of 
the thread, the full diameter is retained on sufficient portions of its perimeter to 
enable it to fit tightly into a hole that the screwed part has to passthrough. In an

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Jan. 14.—There is just now a little reaction from the spirit in- 
fused into the mining market by the rise in the standards of last 
week. Such fluctuations will take place, but, as in the present in- 
stance, with no better reason than the fact that they do. Excite- 
ment and activity, be they ever so moderate, are always followed by 
a certain amount of reaction, and that not always of the most pro- 
portionate character. The successful mine speculator is he who, 
having made up his mind what to buy and what to avoid, is little 
moved by these merely casual changes. we 

Everything appears to continue in favour of a further rise in the 
standards before long. The demand continues good; the supply 
from abroad is by no means active, certainly so far as Australia is 
concerned; and it is very clear now that the disturbances in the re- 
lations between employers and employed in the Welch colliery dis- 
tricts will not have the untoward effects that were at one time 
feared. Ata period when the pumping charges generally are very 
heavy, in consequence of the continual heavy rains,our mines could 
very badly afford to be saddled with some extra, shillings per ton 
for coal. By the way, how is it that no attempt ever appears to 
have been made to carry out the so often suggested system of coal 
analysis? Not that much analysis is needed in some cases. Passing 
through the mining districts,and keeping one’s eyes open, it is sur- 
prising to find what rubbish is being used hero and there under the 
name of coal. It can hardly be from choice, and the shareholders 
should enquire wherein lies the necessity. . 

An advance (say) of another 10/. in the price of black tin would 
about put the county in as fair a position as, under all the existing 
circumstances, we can hope. Within six months it would treble, 
if not quadruple, the number of dividend mines, and give, perhaps, 
as many others a fair chance of development without pressing too 
heavily upon the shareholders. Of course, there are some mines 
that could not be made to bring both ends to meét under a 40/. or 
501. rise; and all we can say of them—assuming they have had a 
fair trial—is that the sooner they are abandoned the better. They 
may in some respects increase the supply, but that is to everybody’s 
injury except the smelters, and not always even to their advantage. 
I~ Cornwall alone had to be considered we need not be particular 
in limiting our wishes to 30/. or 40/., or even more; but it must not 
be forgotten that foreign competition is an accomplished fact, and 
that the only way to meet it is to reduce the chances of foreign 
profits toas low a minimum as possible consistent with our own 
welfare; and undoubtedly an advance of 10/. would secure that end 
better than one of 207. Given the latter, Australian tin would again 
flood the market, and instead of the demand having overtaken the 
supply, as it now has, we should again have the supply far in 
excess of the demand, and again have to pass through the weary 
round of depression. Better moderate and certain profits than 
spasmodic prosperity alternating with ae go Moreover, a large 
advance in tin would again lead to one of those furors which are 
as inevitably followed by @ panic as night follows day. We should 
have some scores of concerns launched, either to perish in the very 
moment of inception or to drag out a miserable existence, as some 
even now are doing, working no good for themselves, and casting 
unmerited discredit upon Cornish mining. The prosperity of the 
county is not to be measured by the number of its mines on paper, 
but by the balances of its mine accounts. 

And here we are glad to see that East Pool is making such satis- 
factory recovery from its difficulties. A profit of over 2000/, in these 
days in two monthsis something to be proud of. The debit balance 
has been reduced from 6000/. to under 4000/.; there is now an actual 
balance of assets, and we have the assurance that every farthing of 
costs has been cleared up. The mine, moreover, is looking its very 
best, so that a return of dividend prosperity is not far off. We 
hope there will be no return to dividends, however, until the debit 
balance actually disappears. There is a desire in some quarters that 
dividends should be resumed at the next meeting. This would be 
very unwise, True, there is already a balance of assets, but divi- 
dends should not be recommenced until the debit is not only com- 
pletely wiped off, but a sufficient asset balance ascertained to steady 
the mine against possible fluctuations. If the East Pool adven- 
turers will be content to wait a little they will reap the advantage 
in the more assured permanent value of their property. 

That there has been a county Conference on several questions con- 
nected with rating, under the presidency of Sir Charles Sawle, in 
which it came out that the clay merchants in the St. Austell Unicn 
are allowed a deduction of 5 per cent. on the gross value of their 
works, Anopinion was very strongly expressed that this was ille- 
gal, and it then appeared that the arrangement was the result of a 
compromise between the clay merchants and the farmers. In no 
other Union in the county are such allowances made. In the St. 
Austell Union it appears that the annual value of the clay works 
exceeds 30,000/. No decision has been arrived at with regard to 
the plan upon which iron mines shall be assessed ; they do notcome 
under the dues clause of the Mines Rating Act, but fall under the 
old law, as interpreted in the recent decision; and will, therefore, 
be rated in so far as they are mines—open workings are rated al- 
ready—upon surface plant, machinery, &c. It would have been 
well that the Conference should have arrived at some such conclu- 
sion on this head. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Jan. 14.—To sum up the state of the Iron Trade is only the work 
ofamoment. Although a large number of men at the different es- 
tablishments have submitted to the reduction in wages, the process 
of blowing-out furnaces is going on on all sides, and the only ex- 
planation of the matter that the managers can giye is that there are 
no orders in hand, and makers prefer to blow-out, rather than to carry 
on their works without a profit, or stocking. The fact is there have 
been few orders worth speaking of for some time past, and so far 
the New Year does not hold out any great promise of improvement, 
Makers and buyers are still unable to agree on prices, the latter ad- 
hering, as for a long time past, to the belief that prices must be fur- 
ther reduced, and the former endeavour to quote such figures as 
Will save them from actual loss in the execution of any orders they 
may undertake. Whether this state will be altered to any extent 
after the quarterly meetings of the ironmasters have been held is 
not very clear, but some better idea may be arrived at as to the ex- 
tent of orders buyers have to give out. ; 

The difficulties between masters and men seem rather to increase 
than diminish. The hope that there would be a general resumption 
of work this week has not been realised, and there appears now but 
little prospect of the men taking such a desirable course. Indeed, 
it is to be feared that unless they come to such a determination soon 
they will not have the opportunity. The state of things is becoming 
More and more distressing, and it is painful to contemplate upon 
What might take place in the course of another week or so. As 
already stated, a very large number of men accepted their em- 
ployers’ terms and continued at their work, and have been at work 
Since the beginning of the year, while their fellow-workmen have 
been idle, but a rumour is now circulated to the effect that even 
those who have accepted the deduction cannot be allowed to remain 
at work much longer unless the whole of the men resume opera- 
tions. Ironmasters and coalowners combine in the determination 
to carry out the reduction, and in fairness to the masters as a body 
& few proprietors cannot keep their pits at work for any length of 
time, reaping the advantages that arise from short supplies and irre- 
gular prices, while the majority of their fellow-proprietors’ collieries 
are idle, So councils ars being held to determine what course should 
be taken, and it is understood that unless the whole of the men 
gree to return to work together a general lock-out will be resorted 
to, and those that are now at work in the ironworks or collieries 
Will be enforced into idleness, This is adistressing prospect to con- 


template, and it is sincerely to be hoped that the men will see it to 
their interest to avoid it. There will be increased difficulty in the 
matter, however, if the masters enforce a deduction of 20 per cent. 
instead of 10, which the men are now resisting. However, there is 
little doubt that what the masters determine to carry out must 
eventually be complied with, and itis grievous to think that so much 
time is wasted and so much distressincurred by what cannot be de- 
signated as anything but a fruitless struggle, whether the men be 
right or not. Already a great deal of distress exists, but some of 
the benevolently disposed are getting up a system of relief. 

The demand for coal is not extensive, although the short supplies 
give it an aspect of activity. Those who have their pits at work 
have been fortunate, for they have had no difficulty in disposing of 
their coals, and in many instances of getting good prices. The iron- 
works and collieries principally have supplied the market of late, 
as but small quantities have been required for the ironworks. The 
mild weather which has set in has materially lessened the demand 
for house coals, 

A case of some interest to colliery managers was brought before 
the stipendiary magistrate at Merthyr this week, at the instance of 
Mr. Wales, the Government Inspector of Mines. Rees Bevan, the 
certificated manager of the Fforch Neol pit at Cwmaman, was 
charged with an infringement of the mines’ regulation by allowing 
a lad under 12 years of age to work in the pit. The fact that the 
lad did work in the pit was not denied, but the defence was that 
the manager was unaware of it, the man who employed the lad not 
having given information of it. The stipendiary reserved his 
decision. 

Cheques for the dividend, at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, 
declared by Richards and Company (Limited) were posted on Wed- 
nesday, and the directors intimate that they are now prepared to 
receive applications for the unallotted shares. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Jan, 14.—The quarterly meetings of the South Staffordshire Iron 
Trade were held at Wolverhampton yesterday, and at Birmingham 
to-lay, but they have proved remarkably barren of incident. Im- 
mediately prior to the Wolverhampton meeting the representatives 
of the principal firms hada private consultation at the Swan Hotel, 
and decided not to make any change in the course of prices, either 
for pig or finished iron. The pig-iron makers also decided to forego 
for the present making any reduction in the wages of blast-furnace 
men. These decisions were unanimously agreed to, and leading 
makers assure us that the state of their order-books fully justifies 
the course adopted. The firmness in the pig-iron market is due 
chiefly to the scarcity of stocks in the hands of consumers, and the 
restricted extent of the current yield, which is 2000 tons per week 
less than at the corresponding period of last year. Parkfield pigs 
have changed hands at 3/. 3s, 9d., but 3/. 5s, is being given for some 
makes of cinder-iron. All mine iron is steady, at 5/. 53. per ton. 

hropshire cold-blast pig (Lilleshall brand) is firm, at 6/, 10s. per 
ton, Arrangements are in progress for the re-lighting of several 
additional blast-furnaces in the South Staffordshire district. Finished 
iron of marked qualities is upon the threefold basis of 10/. 10s., 112., 
and 11/, 12s, 6d. per ton, according to brand, the two last quotations 
being for B.B.H. and Round Oak bars respectively. Sheets are in 
buoyant demand, and the leading manufacturers have their order- 
books well filled, and specifications for their guages predominating. 
There is a steady demand on colonial account for galvanised iron 
roofing-sheets. 

The exhibits in the Birmingham Town Hall to-day were numerous, 
but they comprised only a few novelties. The one which appeared 
to attract most attention was a model of a new reciprocating roll- 
ing-mill, the invention of Mr. William Brown, of the London Works 
Iron Company, Smethwick, near Birmingham. In the arrangement 
of this mill four short rolls are mounted in the ordinary way of the 
two-high rolling-mills, and revolve in opposite directions; they 
may be connected from the en‘ of the three-high ordinary pinions 
or bolting rolls. Two standards or housings are placed at the pro- 
per distance, and connected together at the tops by a cross-piece of 
great strength ; between the standards is placed a pedestal, fixed in 
the bed-plate for the support of the necks of the rolls, which revolve 
upon the pedestal in opposite directions, the other bearings or necks 
being fixed or placed one in each standard or housing ; the pedestal, 
which reaches nearly level with the bottom roll neck, is connected 
with the cross-piece at the top of the standards with strong bolts 
and nuts or cotters ; between the pedestal and cross-piece there is 
a wide space or opening. Thisis necessary to allow the bloom rail 
or bar to be moved quickly by the hooker from one pair of rolls to 
the other, and operated upon each way. In changing the rolls it is 
only necessary to raise one or both pins or bolts which connect the 
cross-piece with the pedestal, the opening or breach then allows a 
space for changing the rolls with ease. The length of the bodies of 
the two pairs of rolls are not required any longer than the length of 
one pair of ordinary rolls for the same purpose—if a pair of ordinary 
rolls for rolling rails have five grooves, by this method one pair of 
rolls would have three grooves, the other pairtwo grooves; thus the 
rolls being short would be considerably stronger, and for rolling steel 
or iron rails would be of great value. 

The guards, or guides, are arranged in the usual manner, and bars, 
rails, &c.,can be rolled great lengths, as the mill will work at a 
quick speed with a continuous steady motion; by this arrangement 
the rolls can work as three-high for the purpose of roughing or 
bolting down, in that case the bottom roll will serve as a shaft for 
driving, the rollsrevolving in opposite directions, Numbers of rolls 
may be utilised by this method, such as have broken necks, others 
with collars broken near one end of roll, &c. The rolls being so 
much shorter than ordinary rolls offer many other advantages well 
known to the members of the trade, 

The South Staffordshire Coal Trade is without much change. On 
the whole, the demand is steady, and prices, especially for Thick 
coal,are well supported, on the basis of 18s. for best, 13s. for seconds, 
and 6s. for engine slack. Common furnace coal on the Wolverhamp- 
ton side of the district is offering at 93. per ton. Local ironstone is 
steady at the recent advance of 1s. per ton, white stone being quoted 
2ls., and gubbin 22s, per ton, Supplies in the market are small. 
Valuable measures of ironstone have been found at Aldridge, near 
Walsall, and there are rich coal seams in the same locality, which 
is at present virgin ground. There is some talk of erecting blast- 
furnaces in the neighbonrhood. 

It was currently reported on ’Change in Birmingham to-day that 
the coal measures had been struck at the Fair Oak sinking, over the 
northern boundary of the Cannock Chase coal field, 

To-day’s quotations on the Birmingham Stock Exchange included 
the following:—Pelsall Coal and Iron (Limited), 24 dis.; Sandwell 
Park Colliery (10 paid), 38 sellers; Staffordshire Wheel and Axle, 
23 prem., sellers; Ivy House Colliery, 4 prem.; John Bagnall and 
Sons (Limited), 63; Chillington Iron, 64, sellers; Patent Shaft and 
Axle, 54 prem. 

The Coal and Iron Trades of North Staffordshire are without much 
alteration since our last notice. On the whole, the tone of business 
is steady, and the prospects are fairly encouraging. It hasbeen de- 
cided to make no change in the price of iron in this district, at least 
for the present, 

An important discovery of iron ore, which is the more interesting 
from the circumstance that the Government Survey officers had de- 
clared that to look for it in the place where it has been found was | 
positively absurd, has just been made by Mr. H. J. Hall, of Peter- | 
borough, upon his Bottom Lane Farm and Ipstones Edge property, 
in North Staffordshire, and it is proposed to form a small company, 
with a capital of 10,000/.,in shares of 50/. each, to work it. The 
land has been tested by boring to the depth of 131 yards 1 foot, and 
the depth of the seam of iron ore has been found to be 116 yards, 
its thickness, including the marl partings, being 9 ft. 3in., probably 
representing a total thickness of pure ore, exclusive of marl. The 
company is to be at liberty to search for coal which, from the fine 
shales and other measures gone through, must, in Mr. Hall’s opinion, 
exist, and probably within 20 yards of the bottom of the present 
bore-hole.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Jan. 14,—At the lead mines in Derbyshire operations have com- 
menced rather favourably since the new year, and a recent disco- 
very of ore near Wirksworth promises to turn out well. The heavy 
falls of snow have seriously interfered with the ordinary operations 
at two or three places by inundating the workings. The collieries 
are doing very well, the demand for good households being very 
well maintained, whilst prices have undergone very little change. 
The mildness of the weather has been most favourable to the push- 
ing forward of the new line of railway of the Great Northern from 
Nottingham to Derby, one part of which, it is expected, will be 
completed before the end of the year. This will have the effect of 
opening out an entirely new coal field for the Great Northern be- 
tween Nottingham and London and the South. Langley Mill will 
be the place where the attack on the stronghold of the Midland will 
be made in the first instance, anda strong contest for the traffic may 
be looked forward to. Several new collieries on the line of the 
Erewash Valley are being opened out, and the whole of the route 
from there to Nottingham will be a most active one indeed, so far 
as the coal trade is concerned. At the present time about 5000 tons 
of coal are sent weekly from Langley Mill, and no doubt that quan- 
tity will be greatly increased when there are two lines running 
through it instead of one. The iron trade of Derbyshire keeps up 
very well indeed, there being no change with respect to the output, 
except at one or two places where the furnaces are undergoing re- 
pairs. In manufactured iron business is very fair both as regards 
mill and foundry material. Some of the foundries, indeed, have 
been very active of late, and are likely to continue so, 

Sheffield at the present time is in a more depressed state than it 
has been since 1873, and a good many of the workmen are on short 
time. Some few branches, like the heavy armour-plates, are toler- 
ably well off for business, but in most others there are nothing but 
complaints. Very little is being done with America, or is likely to 
be for some months to come. The Bessemer trade is likely to im- 
prove before long, and the men have shown every disposition to 
meet their employers by submitting to a reduction of wages or to 
increased hours. Nearly every branch of cutlery is very quiet, with 
but few orders for shipment. The works engaged on malleable 
castings are going well, and there has been a little more doing in 
crucible steel. The Coal Trade of South Yorkshire is still good, and 
a large tonnage of Silkstone is being forwarded to London, where 
prices have dropped about ls. per ton during the last few days, 
Best Barnsley “ softs” are also in request, but, as is usual at this time 
of the year, there is not a very brisk demand for steam coal. There 
eee to be plenty of slack for sale, and at prices unusually low. 
Collieries are being opened to the north and south of Barnsley, and 
are finding a good deal of work for the foundries in the district, 
Some of them will be amongst the largest in Yorkshire, and capable 
of producing upwards of 1000 tons of coal daily. Where the men 
to work them are to be found it is noteasy to make out, for the ex- 
isting collieries are not by any means overstocked at the present 
time. Inall probability attention will be directed to the machinery 
now in operation at several places for cutting coal. The Firth’s, 
the Hurd’s, and other machines have been tried at various collieries 
and in different seams, and have given every satisfaction, 

The decision of Mr. Daniel, the arbitrator agreed upon by the col- 
liery owners and the representatives of the men as to the reduction 
of wages, has been anything but satisfactory to the miners, and 
scarcely so to the masters. Instead of a reduction of 20 per cent., 
as proposed by the latter, there is but a reduction of 124 per cent., 
which is to continue in force for the next six months. Now, as coal 
is almost certain to fall, and that within the next three months to 
a considerable extent, the decision come to appears to be really in 
favour of the men. This they will find out, there can be very little 
doubt, long before the time has expired at which the wages question 
can be again brought up in West Yorkshire,

Imports of Middlesborough pig-iron into Grangemouth :—

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The Pig-Iron market fhas been very steady, but with declining 
prices; and unless an improvement takes place during the month 
the state of the market will demand consideration. The Board of 
Trade returns show that the pig-iron exported in 1872 amounted to 
101,235 tons, of the value of 572,634/.; in 1873, to 67,402 tons = 
400,479/.; last year to 66,720 tons = 306,623. Regarding the most 
important branch of Scotch industry—the pig-iron trade—the same 
returns cannot be too anxiously scanned ; the value of the exports 
in two yeirs has, for the month of December, been reduced well on 
to 50 per cent. Iron continues to go into store, and the total stock 
with Messrs Connal and Co. now reaches about 37,000 tons. 
Regarding the state of the Scotch Iron Trade, the President of the 
Glasgow Chamber of Commerce said—* He was of opinion that the 
change that had taken place from last year had been a very important 
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one, affecting both the interest of the producer and the consumer. 
The price of pig-iron last year was something like 107s., while it is 
now 87s. The quantity of pig-iron produced last year was smaller 
than it had been for nearly 20 years. The marked diminution in the 
quantity of iron produced was due mainly to strikes and the ve 
enormous prices of coal, which affected the manufacture. The hig 
price of coal last year and the year preceding curtailed the manu- 
facturing interests throughout thecountry. In some cases the price 
rose as high as 25s, a ton, whereas now they were getting it for 
one-half the price.” $ 

The makers of bar-iron commenced operations yesterday at 4 no- 
minal reduction of 10s, a ton on all descriptions, and although ware- 
house keepers have low stocks the reduction has not induced any 
extra offera The nominal price for bars is now 9/. 10s.; plates 
(ship), 10/.; boiler ditto, 11/.; other descriptions in proportion. 
Between two and three months ago we announced (through the 
columns of the Mineng Journal) that Messrs. Napier an:l Elder had 
contracted for two armour-clad ships for the Admiralty ; now we are 
informed that the reserve price was 300,000/., and that the Scotch 
firm named have undertaken the work for something like 252,000/., 
while the Thames builders required 290,000/.,and the Mersey people 
270,000/,—hence the success of the Clyde builders. 

There are 91 puddlers now in Court claiming payment from the 
Blochairn Company of a fortnight’s wages, they having been dis- 
missed on March 28 last without a fortnight’s notice. The amount 
involved is about 900/.,and the concern is bankrupt. Proof has been 
taken, and the case will be settled in a few days. 

Coals continue very much as they were last week, with this ad- 
dition, that large quantities are reported being forwarded to Cum- 
berland to meet the circumstances of the trade there. The mild wea- 
ther has a tendency to induce lower prices, the middle-men giving 
offence by combining to keep them up as well as possible for do- 
mestic use, 

An interview has taken place between a committee of the Clyde 
Trust and a deputation of ship and coal owners with reference to 
the necessity of increased crane accommodation at the harbour. The 
deputies were assured that their representations on the subject would 
receive due consideration. 

Miners’ Hovuses.—Mr, Alexander Macdonald, M.P., spoke out 
recently, with characteristic emphasis, in reference to the condition 
of miners’ houses in Scotland. He declared them to be, in many 
cases, no better than pig-styes, and indicated his intention of seek- 
ing to have them improved by legislation. With this view, we be- 
lieve he has sent out to mining districts printed circulars contain- 
ing a number of queries relative to the water supply, drainage, and 
the prevailing sanitary and social arrangements. The Herald, tobe 
equal to the emergency, has preceded the M.P.’s leaflets by “ Our 
Own Correspondent,” and is gees og | its readers with an insight 
into mining life at home. The notes by “ Our Own” are simply a 
repetition of the old story, and might be made to apply to phases 
of life among others than miners. There is not much to engage 
“Our Own,” and he may as well be peeping into miners’ villages as 
doing nothing when there is nothing to do. 

MEETING OF BOARD OF EXAMINATIONS UNDER THE MINES REGU- 
LATION Act.—The Board for the Eastern District of Scotland met in Edinburgh, on 
Tuesday, underthe presidency of Mr. Ralph Moore, Government Inspector of Mines, 
to consider various alterations in regard to the examination of didates for certi- 
ficates of competency as managers of mines. There was a full attendance of the 

bers. ication was submitted from the Home Secretary, intimating 
that in future the examinations will be held only once a year in each of the two dis- 
triots into which Scotland is divided. Accordingly, the examination held at Edin- 
burgh will henceforth be in the spring, while that at Glasgow will be in the autumn 
of bp Pee but candidates may come to either of these examinations from any 
part of Scotland. It was resolved to require from all candidates a knowledge of both 
the long-wall and the stoop-and-room methods of working coal, and to hold the next 
examination at Edinburgh early in May.

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TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Jan, 14,.—The demand for house and gas coal continues good, and 
a large shipping business has been done during the past week, many 
large vessels having loaded in the Tyne. The demand for steam 
coal continues very bad, and many of the works are only employed 
about half-time. There is no better demand for manufacturing coal, 
and competition is bringing the value of this coal down to a very 
low point. The coalmasters of Northumberland have given the men 
notice that a reduction must be made of from 16 to 20 per cent. A 
meeting between the parties will shortly be held to discuss the ques- 
tion. The strike still goes on at Seghill, with no signs whatever of 
its being settled. The men are not entitled to any relief from the 
Union funds, and they are, therefore, begging from the neighbouring 
workmen; and, as the colliery is situated in the centre of a very 
pulous district, they have been tolerably successful so far in getting 
unds. This strike is a most unhappy one, as it is the result, to a 
great extent, of a bad feeling between the parties. There is no 
question of prices connected with it, but this class of disputes are 
generally most difficult to bring to a settlement. In Durham there 
is no change for the better in the coal, coke, and iron trades. Im- 
mense stocks of coals are accumulating at many works, and it be- 
comes every day more apparent that the market is quite over- 
stocked with labour. 
The Chemical Trade on the Tyne has long been in a depressed state; 
indeed, it has not been possible to earn any profits. It is understood 
that most of the large chemical works on the Tyne, including the 
old works of Messrs. Allhusen and Co., supposed to be the greatest 
chemical works in the world, have been worked ata loss during the 
past year. Under these circumstances it has been determined to re- 
duce the wages, and also to extend the working houra from 8 to 12 
hours per day. The men have at most of the works agreed to accept 
a redaction of 20 per cent. in the rates, but they object strongly to 
the extension of the working hours. However, formal notice has 
been given at Allhusen’s works that if the alterations proposed are 
not acc epted by the 16th inst. the works will be entirely closed on 
the 27th: inst. 
The q:1arterly meeting of the North of England Iron Trade was 
held on ‘Tuesday at Middlesborough. There was a large attendance 
of gentle men from the various localities in the North of England, 
and also from distant iron centres. The returns of stocks for 
Decembe r show an increase of 29,155 tons for the month, and there

gone. There were very few exhibits in the hall of the Exchange, 
rown’s reciprocating rail-mill, a model of which was shown, 
attracted some attention. The Cleveland Slag Working Company 
exhibited bricks, concrete, and other specimens of slag utilisation, 
As to the tone of the market, it was, on the whole, weaker. Makers 
are endeavouring to keep up the price, but merchants are endeavour- 
ing to get them lower. Thus there is variation im the quotations 
generally; the larger makers are asking 65s. for No.1, 59s, for No. 3, 
and 55s. 6d. for No. 4 forge, but sales are made at lower prices in 
some cases. Very little iron changed hands on Tuesday, but sales 
of No. 3 in small lots were made at 67s. 6d. to 68s. The continued 
flatness of the rail trade keeps down the price of finished iron, for 
which the rates are unchanged. For plates there are good enquiries, 
The ironstone miners of Cleveland have received notice that a re- 
duetion of wages may beexpected. The blast-furnace men—indeed 
all classes of men iu connection with the iron and coal tradés—may 
look for a reduction.

REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN, 


Jan, 13.—It is impossible to put the strike here into the back 
ground as unimportant or uninteresting, for the fact is that it is the 
most painfully interesting event in the district. 1t has now lasted 
over eight weeks, and has been the occasion of much suffering and 
distress, especially during the latter part of the severe weather, as 
under such circumstances hunger and cold were most severely felt. 
A very creditable amount of kind feeling and liberality have been 
shown towards the sufferers by the general public, though, as a 
matter of course, both public and private benificence fell short of 
actually supplying the necessities of the destitute; and, though very 
many desire to render aid, it is not possible that this creditable 
feeling ean have full play, since the shopocracy and other traders are 
themselves heavy losers weekly while the strike lasts. Hence all 


-| parties are wishing the strike at an end. Of course, the workmen 


on strike feel its effects most oe ae Pe nap oe those who 
during prosperity were specially careful of their resources—as the 
aggregate loss in wages has now amounted toa large sum; and, 
though the proprietors can live on without loss to their domestic 
establishment and home comforts, on account of previously accu- 
mulated wealth, yet the thought of having missed the advantage of 
two months’ trade returns during “coal harvest” must prove a 
bitter pill, even to wealthy men. So far all attempts at settlement 
have failed, although what appeared to be a fair sliding scale for 
regulating colliers’ wages—such as we suggested in one of our re- 
ports—was proposed by Mr. Halliday at an interview with the 
masters some weeks since. If the wage question is to be affected 
at all by the rise or fall of prices in the market, and hitherto that 
question has been so affected, we cannot conceive of a more equit- 
able arrangement, limited, of course, by a maximum and minimum 
within which to work. Until some such scheme be generally 
adopted we have no hope of any long-continued peace between em- 
ployers and employed. 
We are happy to understand that another attempt at a settlement 
is to be made to-day, and we shall sincerely rejoice if success 
attends the effort, especially if accomplished on bases likely to be 
permanent and satisfactory. Of course, the strike has entirely in- 
terrupted the course of business with the firms which forced the 
stand-out by the reduction policy; but at other pits trade has been 
very good, and, of course, what is called the country trade has been 
all turned to the pits at work, very much to their advantage, no 
doubt, crowds of carte and wagons thronging daily for supplies; 
and, of course, prices became higher, so that the forced monopoly 
became doubly advantageous, the local prices ranging from 17s. to 
19s., according to quality. 
The full complement of furnaces at Cinderford Ironworks are in 
blast, and business steady, though iron tends downward. Parkend 
Works, too, are Thos ger as actively engaged, so it is hoped that 
work wiil be steady and remunerative. Business at the Forest Vale 
Ironworks (Forge) has been dull for some time past, and employ- 
ment deficient, insomuch so that some of the hands, weary of fre- 
— stoppages, have left for other districts. Hope is expressed, 
owever, that more regular work, from improved business, will 
hereafter characterise the establishment. 
The recent stop of Sewdley furnaces has resulted in tem 
rary hardship at least, as the men were discharged without being 
paid up. A meeting of the creditors of the proprietors was held at 
Gloucester last week, when the statement showed the total debts to 
be 20,620/. 4s, 9d., and the total assets 4536/. 6s. The present pro- 
rietor purchased the works of Mr. M. Low, who purchased of the 
essrs, Goole between one and two years ago for 20,000). When 
the failure of the present proprietor (Mr. C. W. Spark) first oozed 
out certain furniture dealers fetched back goods which they had re- 
cently supplied, as he had furnished rather superbly. Notwith- 
standing the break up, it is believed by knowing ones that, after an 
interval of rest the “concern” will re-float in more gallant style 
than heretofore. Those, however, who first chose the spot and 
planned the works did not exercise a wise and business-like dis- 
cretion, as, excepting the water supply (which is food) the locality 
was badly adapted for such a purpose, as coal, coke, ore, and every 
other article required in smelting has to be brought to the place, 
the monthly item for carriage amounting to a considerable sum, 
and which, ef course, is so much struck off the profit side of the 
business. Had the furnaces been built at a suitable place—say, near 
the dam—the expense just alluded to would have been saved, but 
as they are where they are the railway company receives much that 
should have been on the profit side of the concern. Excepting Wig- 
pool, and the mines in connection with Sewdley furnaces, we believe 
the usual operations are still carried on, and ere long we hope that 
the new mines in course of opening will be fortunate enough to re- 
port a good find of ore, which will give a prospect of full success. 

The unfinished railway lines are slowly proceeding with their 
works, but when the boon of passenger traffic will come to bless us 
it would be hazardous to predict, though what we suggested as the 
secret of the slowness of the plucky Severn and Wye Company has 
since been acknowledged as correct—+t.e., the excessive drain upon 
their capital for construction before good dividends could be received 
from traffic. Strikes, too, tell against railway returns, as well a8 
against trade generally. Their line to the town of Coleford, how- 
ever, is expected to be completed and opened during the present 
year. At present it is much to be deplored that the inhabitants of 
the Forest of Dean are, as to passenger traffic, shut out from the rest 
of their countrymen, which in the case of pedestrians is a serious 
evil, and amounts to a loss of time even as regards equestrians, or 
those who keep carriages, as so much is consumed in going to and 
from stations outside the Forest. 

I learn this evening that the meeting of colliers at the Speech 
House to-day ended without any settlement of the strike, but during 
the proceedings a resulution was passed which expressed their will- 
ingness to go in at the reduction for one week, and then return to 
the old rate of wages, but from that point to a sliding of wages, 
such as we recently suggested, and have previously referrei to in 
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this report. The masters, in our opinion, would consult their own 
interests by accepting the arrangement, and at once re-opening 
their works.
